Woman 
charged for 
embezzling 
from Little 
League, 
spirit clubs

A 57-year-old Grayling woman was 
arrested last week for allegedly embezzling 
money meant to introduce youth to the 
sport of baseball and softball and to feed 
student athletes. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield said Sandy Enos was arrested on 
Tuesday, Oct. 9 for seven felony charges 
and two misdemeanor charges. 

The charges stem from a several-month 
long investigation in which the victims 
were the Grayling Little League and the 
Grayling High School. 

A records investigation began with the 
financial accounts for the Grayling Little 
League, which Enos had served as treasur- 
er, and led to other accounts that she was 
involved with at the Grayling High School. 
The total estimated amount embezzled is 
$22,000, Wakefield said. Det. Sgt. John 
MacDonald from the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office handled the investigation. 

Currently, Enos is facing six embezzle- 
ment charges and three counts of forgery. 

Scott Gabriel, president of the Grayling - 
Little League Board of Directors, said he 
questioned finances after his first meeting 
with the organization last December. The 
Little League only had $400 in its bank 
account, which came from a bowling fund- 
raiser. 

“It’s just didn’t make any sense to me,” 
Gabriel said. 

Little League garners funds from regis- 
tration fees from players, the sponsorship 
of teams and sponsors that place signs 
around the baseball and softball fields. 

Gabriel said he was further puzzled when 
businesses inquired why they were not get- 
ting paid for concession supplies and serv- 
ices and materials to maintain the ball 
fields. 

“Y just thought it was weird when I'd go 
around asking for sponsorships and busi- 
ness owners would say I don’t know if 1 
want to give you anything because you 
can’t pay for what you were buying from 
us,” Gabriel said. 

Gabriel discovered discrepancies in 
finances by comparing bank records, the 
treasurer’s reports Enos submitted and the 
official meeting minutes from the Grayling 
Little League Board of Directors. 

“She was taking the money and doing 
whatever she did with it for herself,” 
Gabriel said.

Gabriel said Enos also 
wrote checks to herself from 
Little League funds and also 
withdrew funds using a 
debit card. 

Although Enos has been 
involved with Little League 
for several years, she served 
as treasurer for the organiza- 
tion since 2009. 

“T’m very disappointed in 
what I discovered,” Gabriel 
said. “It directly impacts the 
league, the families and our 
community.” 

Despite having to get 
police involved to get to the 
bottom of the financial mat- 
ters, Gabriel acknowledged 
the contributions Enos 
made. 

“She did work hard at 
what she did and I give her 
credit for that,” he said, 
“She was good at getting us 
sponsors, working at func- 
tions, but taking money 
from us was totally wrong 
and that’s what I told her. If 
she needed help, she should 
have sought help, she 
shouldn’t have stolen from 
us,” 

The embezzled funds

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not being purchased for 
Little League and not send- 
ing the teams to tourna- 
ments. 

“We had an all-star team 
tournament and we had to 
put them in hand-me-down 
uniforms because we didn’t 
have the money to buy new 
ones,” Gabriel said. “It just 
killed me to put the kids in 
that.” 

Gabriel said Jack 
Millikin, Inc. donated mate- 
rials to help maintain the 
ball fields for the last season 
and Fick and Son’s, Inc. 
donated paint to spruce up 
facilities, 

“I really feel we have 
come a long way with 
everything that’s been going 
on,” Gabriel said. “I don’t 
know how much more we 
can accomplish this year 
because it’s been an uphill 
battle.” 

Gabriel! also acknowl- 
edged Julie Ginther, the 
daughter of Jim McClain, 
who died on Feb, 6, 2012, 
one of the founders of the 
Grayling Little League. 
Memorial contributions in 
McClain’s honor were 
donated to the Grayling 
Little League. The funds 
were used to buy a new 
pitching machine to help 
players with batting practice 
and will also be used to pur- 
chase a new popcorn popper 
at the Grayling Little 
League’s softball field 
located at the Crawford 
County Sports Complex. 

“Bless her heart,” Gabriel 
said. “She’s done a great job 
raising some money for us.” 

Although Gabriel fears a 
negative impact for the 
Grayling Little League, he 
said a number of people 
have stepped up to the plate 
to serve on the Board of

Directors and businesses 
have offered to donate ser- 
vices at no cost. 

Gabriel said the added 
help will take the weight off 
his shoulders so he can con- 
tinue to meet with coaches, 
teams and sponsors to move 
the Grayling Little League 
forward, 

“We do this for the kids 
and we would like to pass 
this down and keep the tra- 
dition going,” he said. 

Wakefield called the 
whole situation sad for the 
kids. 

“This lady has been a 
steady volunteer, doing this 
stuff for years,’ Wakefield 
said. “It’s so disheartening 
for something like this to 
happen.” 

“All of these programs for 
our youth helps them build 
character,” Wakefield 
added. “They’ve gone with- 
out stuff that they should 
have had.” 

Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers said school officials 
did a thorough investigation 
into financial accounts that 
Enos kept records for the 
spirit clubs for the boy’s 
basketball and football 
teams. School officials con- 
cluded that there were some 
“dubious transactions” and 
asked the sheriff’s depart- 
ment to complete a further 
investigation. 

“The spirit clubs are not 
school accounts and are not 
controlled by the school 
whatsoever,” Powers said. 
“However, they do use the 
Grayling name so we 
requested the — sheriff’s 
department to formally con- 
duct an investigation into 
these transactions.” 

Powers said checking 
accounts for the Grayling 


Boy's Basketball Spirit 
Club and Grayling Viking 
Football Club are main- 
tained at Citizens Bank in 
Grayling. The clubs solicit 
donations to ensure that stu- 
dent athletes are properly 
nourished and energized 
before their games played 
outside the community. 

“Their predominant pur- 
pose is to feed the kids at 
away games,” Powers said. 

Since the spirit clubs do 
not have an operating board 
of directors to handle offi- 
cial business, the school dis- 
trict made the formal com- 
plaint to the sheriff’s depart- 
ment. 

“This is totally, 100-per- 
cent parent controlled,” 
Powers said. “Our coaches 
don’t have control. over 
those funds.” | 

Enos allegedly embezzled 
$2,400 from the spirit club 


accounts, but the total 
amount Missing is 
unknown. 


“We’re not privy to every- 
thing that the  sheriff’s 
department has,” Powers 
said. 

Enos resigned from the 
Crawford AuSable Board of 
Education on July 25, citing 


personal reasons, Enos 
served on the board about 
five years. 


Powers said the investiga- 
tion into the charges fac- 
tored into Enos’ decision to 
resign and not to seek 
reelection on the Nov. 6. 
general election ballot. 

“Sandy stepped down 
from the board because she 
did not want to be distract- 
ing for the students or the 
school,” Powers said, “She 
felt it was in the school’s 
best interest that she excuse 
herself from the board.” 

Powers said school lead- 
ers are disturbed by the cir- 
cumstances regarding Enos 
and the missing funds. 

“We're thoroughly disap- 
pointed and saddened, 
because in these situations, 
our kids are the ones that are 
hurt,” Powers said. “We are 
all advocates for our stu- 
dents and we all work to 
better our community and 
make opportunities avail- 
able for our youth.” 

Enos was released from 
the Crawford County Jail 
after paying 10 percent on a 
$50,200 personal recog- 
nizance bond,

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Grayling graduate works with U.S. Judo 
Olympian to bring home gold medal

A 2001 Grayling High 
School graduate worked 
hand-in-hand with an ath- 
lete who brought home the 
United States’ first-ever 
gold medal in Judo from the 
London Olympic games. 

Dr. Brad Gorski was one 
of 100 chiropractors that 
traveled to the Summer 
Olympic Games in London 
as part of Maximized 
Living, the official sports 
performance team for the 
USA Judo, wrestling and 
weightlifting teams. 

Kayla Harrison, a native 
of Middleton, Ohio, won 
the gold medal for the USA 
judo women’s team, the first 
time the gold medal has 
ever been brought back to 
our nation. 

Kodokan Judo 
from a fighting system 
based in feudal Japan. 
Founded in 1882 by Dr. 
Jigoro Kano, Judo is a 
refinement of the ancient 
martial art of Jujutsu. Dr. 
Kano, president. of the 
University of Education, 
Tokyo, studied these ancient 
forms and integrated what 
he considered to be the best 
of their techniques into 
what is now the modern 
sport of Judo. 

Judo was introduced into 
the Olympic Games in 1964 
and is practiced by millions 
of people throughout the 
world today. People practice 
Judo to excel in competi- 
tion, to stay in shape, 
develop self-confidence, but 
most of all, people do Judo 
just for the fun of it.

Harrison easily handled - 


opponents in the prelimi- 
nary rounds of the Olympic 
Judo competition. 

In the finals, Harrison 
faced home crowd favorite 
Gemma Gibbons of Great 
Britain. Harrison controlled 
Gibbons throughout the 
match. 

Harrison won the Judo 
Junior World Championship 
in 2008 and the runner-up 
position in 2009. Before 
moving on to the London 
Olympics, she won the 
World Judo Championship 
in 2010, the first American 
to win the title since 1999, 

Until 2008, the U.S. had 
never received a medal for 
women’s Judo. Rhonda 
Rousey, a former training 
partner of Harrison’s, 
reached the medal podium 
by taking home a bronze in 
Beijing. Rousey is currently 
the Strikeforce mixed mar- 
tial arts world champion in 
the women’s 135-lb divi- 
sion. 

Gorski provided specific 
spinal corrections for 
Harrison to keep her limber 
and injury free. 

Harrison has overcome 
many obstacles to obtain an 
elite status in Judo, includ- 
ing abuse at the hands of a 
former trainer and a knee 
injury just prior to the 
London Olympics. 

“She’s got a pretty power- 
ful story and to see what she 
has overcome and to be 
there for her was pretty 
amazing,” Gorski said. 

In addition to Harrison’s 
gold medal, the wrestling 
team won its most gold 
medals since 1996 with two 
gold medals in the men’s 
division and one bronze 
medal in the men’s division 
and one bronze medal in the 
women’s division. 

After graduating from 
Grayling High School in 
2001, Gorski went on to 
complete his undergraduate 
studies at Grand Valley 
State University, where he 
also played baseball. Gorski 
then went on to study at the 
Palmer College of 
Chiropractic in Davenport, 
lowa. 

Gorski is the owner and 
founder of Elite Family 
Chiropractic, located in 
West Ashley, S.C.

his practice, Gorski also 
does a radio show for 
Maximized Living. 

Maximized Living, a 
Florida-based company, has 
worked with USA wrestling 
and Judo since 2009, pro- 
viding chiropractic care, 
nutritional advice and men- 
tal and physical fitness pro- 
grams for athletes. 

Gorski said it was amaz- 
ing being there for the 


Olympians during their two 
wecks of competition tn 
London, 

“It’s not so much working 
with athletes when they’re 
hurt, but keeping them per- 


forming so they’re at their 


best,’ Gorski said. 

Gorski is already commit- 
ted to going to the next 
Summer Olympic Games in 
Rio in 2016. 

Gorski solicits donations 


to support the Olympic ath- 
letes he serves through his 
radio show. 

“Its a way that we can 
kind of give back to them. 
Most of them train 24/7 and 
live on very low budgets,” 
he said. “It’s nice to be able 
to support them, but to also 
support our country and 
help them live — their 
dreams.”

"PAD can be very 
tricky. If patients experi- 
ence symptoms at all, 
they frequently mistake 
them for something else.
